My Anepia* the Sioux, by Chief 
Standing 
Bear, 
published 
by 
Houghton, Mifflin Co. 
At sixty years of age, Luther 
Standing Bear, hereditary chief of 
the Oglala Tribe of the Sioux na­ 
tion, has written the history of 
his life, which brings out the sa­ 
lient points In the history of the 
Sioux nation for that period of 
time. 
Chief Standing Bear was one of 
the first Indian boys to enter the 
Carlyle Indian school, and he was 
certainly the first Sioux Indian to 
begin hts education there. 
The history of the home life of 
the Indian, of their tepee, the 
children’s games, 
spurting, 
mar­ 
riage, the hunt, their treatment of 
the white man, and their feelings 
as they were being pressed from 
their hunting grounds by the en­ 
croachment of the white trader, 
rancher, aud farmer, are told In 
such a quaint and simple manner 
as to cnaltonge the attention of 
the reader from first to last. It to 
told, not in our way as a white 
man would write about it, but la 
the first person as the Indian boy 
saw It, on his pony, in the chase, 
with his bow and arrow, and with 
his tether. 
He tells of the long 
Journey to Pennsylvania with a 
group of other Indian children, of 
how 
the 
common-plaee 
to 
us 
seemed so strange to them. 
He 
then describes the beginnings of 
this Indian schooL 
It to profitable reading because 
It gives another view of the In­ 
dian. 
it was the white man who 
was the cruel aggressor and mur­ 
derous offender, and withal there 
to a kindness, charity, and breadth 
of view shown In the history as 
Standing Bear tells It 
Thera to some of It that one can 
hardly read without a smile, as, for 
instance, his Uncle’s description of 
“Custer’s last fight.” His uncle 
was present at that massacre. 
Chief Standing Bear, after Car 
lyle, worked In Wanamaker’s store 
in Philadelphia, later was with 
Buffalo Bill In his wild west in 
England, but was always aiding 
and helping his people, the Sioux, 
who finally solemnly, and In a 
manner in harmony with ancient 
customs and uses, elected him their 
chief. 
He claimed and received Amar 
lean cltlgenshlp following thto but 
has always been faithful r n his 
people. 
He is still living in the 
city of Los Angeles. Several months 
ago he started an India» employ­ 
ment 
‘ncy there. •

Bryan, the Great Gemmqfier, by

compass of this volume, aside from 
Mr. Bryan’s writings and address­ 
es, tho Writer does bring out all 
of tho mountain peaks la Mr. 
Bryan’s career. 
It to the 
outline

which tho roader can fill In with

leisure, and tho brevity of tho out­ 
line more securely fastens 
tho

He brings out tho probable ef­ 
fect of tho death of Bryan’s fa­ 
ther o» the commoner's subse­ 
quent career.

th* Christian people of Santa Ana are to be 
ran an opportunity on a Sunday in the near 
future to do their part in sustaining the lives of 
thousands of orphans in the Near East. 
The Near East relief work has been carried on 
by citizens of die United States for a number of 
years, and bad it not been for some serious cates* 
trophy and die treaty of Lausanne, there would 
have been relief afforded from this obligation be­

The feeding of the hungry, and the clothing of the 
naked is an obligation which i* felt just as keenly 
by die followers of the Man of Nazareth, as is any 
other part of their religious life. 
Whether it be 
the Community Chest, the starving Chinese, or the 
hungry people in a stricken city in our own land, 
the ones who are first to respond and to contribute 
in the largest measure in proportion to their means, 
are the ones who are already the supporters of 
religious and humanitarian enterprises in their own 
communities. 
We are not emphasizing the Christian in the 
sense of ecclesiastical division. 
An orthodox Jew 
was introduced a short time ago as the best “Chris­ 
tian** of his city. 
Christian and Christianity have 
come to mean the ideals which Christ personified 
and taught. 
One's faith is strengthened, and the power of 
the spirit lies in the sincerity of religious leadership, 
when he sees that the claims of the infirmities 
and weaknesses of any human being in dm re­ 
motest corner of the globe, is felt by these men 
because of the teachings of the Fatherhood of God 
and the brotherhood of men. 
Love is something 
which die more you share, the more you have, and 
so with the material things which represent regard 
for others. While literally, we may have less when 
we part with it for human need, yet the enjoyment

SLOWLY WORKING TOWARD PEACE 
OF MIND 


SOVIETS AND PRIVATE CAPITAL 


The Soviet government of Russie, little by little, 
is relaxing its attitude on private capital. 
This is 
especially true as it realizes that the investment of 
foreign capital in Russia must be encouraged. 
Heretofore concessions granted foreign capitalists 
have been hedged about by so many and grievous 
exactions, it has been difficult to operate, and new 
capital has found better conditions elsewhere. 
Russia abounds in opportunities for investment, 
but the Soviet government baa heretofore retained 
the most lucrative fields for itself. 
Hie Govern­ 
ment has just announced that certain fields of in­ 
dustry will be opened for exploitation by foreign 
capital. 
These fields will include mining, manu­ 
facture of machinery, paper pulp, automobiles, arti­ 
ficial silk, and tanned leather. 
Special privileges 
are to be granted those who will invest in these 
industries, while others also will be made available. 
All raw materials not available in Russia will be 
allowed to come in free of duty, if in the first in­ 
stance all the capital investment comes from abroad. 
Later, the profits may be used for further develop­ 
ment. 
Hie ban heretofore laid in the exportation 
of foreign currency will be lifted, and the payment 
of taxes will be simplified. 
The nationalization of all capital in the Soviet 
Republic which took place at the time of the revolu­ 
tion has been found not to work so well as was 
expected, and even as early as 1921 certain con­ 
cessions in oil and mining industry were made. 
It has always been a favorite theory of econo­ 
mists that a socialized state would find it impos­ 
sible or would neglect to produce enough capital 
for the exploitation of its own resources, and this 
seems to be borne out in the Russian experiment.

Escaping death In th at particu­ 
lar instance m ay have been a m ir­ 
acle, but to California last year 
there were 1782 m iracles th a t failed 
to happen, and exactly th a t many 
existences term inated.

state. 
W hile te e list of dead Is Im­ 
pressive, there Is a tremendously 
larger num ber of persons Injured.

crash, there are 88 injured badly 
enough to require medical atten ­ 
tion.

N die autumnal season of flaming maples and the gorgeous 
chrysanthemums of Japan, little Setsu Matsudaira, daugh­ 
ter of the former Japanese ambassador to the United 
States, and Prince Chiehibu, brother of the Mikado, will 
be married. 
Hie honeymoon will be spent in die ancient sacred city, 
Kyoto. 
Wind bells tinkle sweetly rn this old, old city, but 
little changed by foreign influences. 
And the great bronze 
bell of the Shinto temple, Chion-in, the largest in the world, 
will boom sonorously in token of die wedding. 
Kyoto is a marvelous setting for the consummation of a 
romance. 
What pair of newlyweds would not delight in its 
moon-viewing gardens, the finest in Japan? 
Most perfect of 
all are die gardens of the palace where Setsu and her Prince 
wiD begin weir life together. 
A golden pavilion has been built there especially to view 
die moon. 
The mam ceremony will take (dace in the imperial^palace 
m Toluo. Gay with banners and ringing with "banzais" (hur­ 
rahs), the streets of the citv will be filled with crowds come to 
see Setsu ride by, secluded in her palanquin. The procession 
will parade through the greater part of town, avoiding a 
gorgeous spectacle. 
She will be escorted by ber family mid die wedding guests, 
the men arrayed in their ceremonial dress and die women in 
their gayest gold-embroidered robes. 
They will approach the 
imperial palace bom a different route selected'by Prince Chi* 
chibu and his entourage. 
He wiU ride by bt a great state 
carriage, decorated in red and gold, the roof surmounted by a 
golden phoenix. The coach will be drawn by six white horses 
with outriders. 
No doubt, the open spaces in die vicinity of'the palace will 
bv thronged with people who will wish to get a glimpse of the 
bride-to-be as she stein out of the palanquin, veiled from bead 
to foot in white silk, which will some day be her shroud! 
No foreigners will be admitted to the sacred precincts of 
the imperial palace where die ceremony takes place. 
Only 
members o f the royal family, and die highest dignitaries of the 
empire being permitted to attend tbe rites. 
r 


»R two hours before die ceremony, the wedding guests 
move in a slow and stately dance toward the shrine of the 
ancestors, every step in accordance with the imperial wed­ 
ding law. 
The ancient marriage ritual antedates the Christian era and 
ri celebrated with Shinto rites, the older of the two religions of 
Japan, and which is really ancestor worship. 
It comprises an 
announcement of the event to the imperial spirits, enshrined in 
toe Kochiki-Dokora or Holy of Holies, before which the pair 
will take their vows. 
The spirits of 123 royal ancestors will 
witness the union, according to devout Japanese belief. 
After listening to a lengthy discourse from a Shinto priest. 
die pair will approach the altar, where Urge tapers are pre­ 
sented to them. The bride, instructed by the priest, lights her 
taper at toe sacred censer en the altar. Tbe bridegroom ignites 
hts toper from hers, allowing the two flames to combine and 
burn steadily together, thus symbolizing die unity of tbe mar­ 
riage state. 
After the ceremony there will be an imperial salute of cannon 
to announce toe completion of die marriage to the throngs out­ 
ride the palace. 
The bride, still covered by ber white veto is escorted by her 
family from toe shrine to the state room, where rim is received 
by toe bridegroom and bis family, the Emperor, the Empress 
and the Dowager Empress. 
In toe center of the room stands a beautifully wrought table 
with miniature representations of a fir tree, a. plum tree in blos­ 
som, cranes and tortoises. 
TW fir* is a flymbol of man's 
strength, tbe second of woman's beauty, whib the tortoise and 
die clime appear to represent length of life and lumpiness. 
After that, it will be time for diem to drink sake, toe sacred 
nee wine. Tins is done with endless formalities, the wine being 
poured out by tora young women who are called "The Male 
and F ettle Butterfly," probably emblems el conjugal faflth- 
fuhwss. since butterflies appear to flit about in pairs.
